The commit-
tee on cities and boroughs reported
favorably on the act concerning fire
districts which were tabled for calen-
dar. The finance committee reported
unfavorably on creating a department
of finance in the town of Molford.

Resolution was adopted giving the
us of the hall of the house to the
committee on public health and safety
for a hearing next Thursday afternoon,
and the proposed act concerning school
physicians.

When the matter of action on for-
feited rights was to be taken, a vote
was made for suspension of rules.

1,000 TONS OF FLOUR
AND CORN FOR BELGIUM

In Cargo ef Steamer Batiscan, Which
Sailed from New York Yesterday.

New York, Feb. IS. Carrying 6.S4S
tons of food nonations from nearly 30
states in the union, the steamer Batis-ca- n,

under charter of the commission
for relief in Belgium, sailed today for
Rotterdam.

FRENCH PREMIER SPEAKS
RESTORATION OF BELGIUM.

Deputies Applauded Wren He Talked
of Retaking Alsace and Lorraine.

Paris, Feb. 18, 4.35 p.' nv Premier
Rene Viviani took occasion to declare
afresh to the cham'oer of deputies to-
day that it was the determination of
the French government to prosecute
the war until victory for the allies had
been fully attained.

""The government is determined," the
premier said, "to bring about the res-
toration of Belgium, and to retake Als-ta- ce

and Lorraine."
The deputies wildly applauded M.

Ylviani's statement.
Premier Yi"iani alluded eloquently' to

the tenderness felt by France for the
heroic fidelltp of the populations of
the provitnees occupied by the Ger-
mans in Northern France, which, he
saidf "were suffering under the brtu
talrtles of Prussian militarism."

France, ho added, would persist untH
German imperialisan. which had en-
deavored t- - crush all liberty was it-
self crushed.

The premier spoke of the sufferings
of the people of France, of the courage
and the steadfasfneshs of the men in
t he mud of the trenches, and above oil,
of the high moral force which sus-
tained them in saving the country.

M. Viviani spoke with all his habitu-
al grace, elocution and emotionas
thrills. As his vibrating voice ceased
the members of the chamber ro&e to
their feet cheering and applauding.

The occasion of Premier Viviani's
declaration was the question raised by
Charles Chaumet, in the name of the
repulolicanp of the left as to the pro-
priety of two socialist cabinet minis-
ters, Jules Guesde and Marcel Sem-ba- t,

in taking part in the international
socialist conference recently held in
London; the deputy affirming that the
nrembers of the cabinet could: not act
in a political sense with persons from
other countries without raising dauibt
as to the unity of the French ministry.

. M. Chaumet thanked Premier Vivia-
ni for having dissipated, but his reclar-atio- n,

any wrong impression regard-
ing the national policy.

DEERFOOT FARM HAS
NOT BEEN QUARANTINED.

Despatches Sent Out from Southboro
Were Erroneous.

Southboro. Mass., Feb. 3S. The
Deerfoot farm has not been quaran-
tined, as was erroneously stated in a
news despatch from this town publish-
ed yesterday.

In a telephone conversation today,
Dr. L. II. Howard, commissioner of
animal industry at Boston, made plain
how the mistake arose. In a ship-
ment 'of hogs received from East
Buffalo, N. Y, eight animals were
found to be infected with the foot and
mouth disease and the slaughter house
near the railroad station, where the
inspection was made, was Immediately
quarantined. The hogs were not re-
moved to the Deerfoot farm, which is
situated nearly two miles 'from the
slaughter house, and was in no way
exposed to the infection.
